„32. The method oxsclaim i 1 wherein the antibody is a primatized antibody having the 
variable regions of the 16C10\antibody wherein said antibody has the variable sequences 
contained in Figures 8a-8b, 9a-9b ahd 10a- 10b. 

33. The method of claim %1 wherein the anti-B7 antibody is a monoclonal antibody 
that specifically binds human B7.1, haviH^ a human gamma 4 constant domain. 

34. The method of claim 33 wherein said constant domain contains a mutation in the 
CH2 region that eliminates FcR binding and a mutation in the hinge region that enhances the 
stability of the heavy chain disulfide bound interaction. 

35. The method of claim 32 wherein said antibody is administered at a dosage ranging 
from 0.05 to 100 mg/kg/day. 

36. The method of claim 32 where said antibody is administered at a dosage ranging 
from 0.5 to 100 mg/kg/day.-- 
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Also, amend claim 30 as set forth below. 



30. (Amended) The method of claim 29 wherein parenterally includes intravenous, 
intraperitoneal, intramuscular, and subcutaneous administration.
